The undersigned have examined the Selectmen’s book accounts from | 
the 24th of February, 1866, to date, and find them correctly cast and 
well voucbed. 

Have examined the book containing a schedule of notes held against 
the town; have also examined the poor farm account, from which we ~ 
present the following in regard to the financial condition of the town: 

The schedule contains 118 notes, varying from $16 to-$2,000—amount- 
ing to $36,407 69. The Selectmen estimate the interest at $2,000. The 
Selectmen estimate other outstanding claims at $200—making the 
amount of claims $38,607 69. To meet this sum, there is in the hands 
of the Treasurer, Collector, and due from the county for the Support cf 
paupers, $1,024 15, which, taken from the above amount, makes the 
apparent debt $37,085 54, 

The Selectmen of last year represented thetown debt to be 34,423 48. 
Facts since disclosed proves conclusively that the debt of last year, as 
stated by the Selectmen, was $2,766 80 too low; inasmuch as the 
amount claimed from the State for aid, and from the United States for 
bounties, was to that amount over-estimated. 

Subsequent settlement of those claims proves it. Last year’s debt in 
reality, $37,190 28; present debt, $37,085 O4; debt reduced, $104 74: 

We have thought proper to present, for the consideration of the voters 
of Epping, some facts for their consideration. First, in relation to our 
large floating debt, as now constituted, it demands labor and responsi-
